ted of God, to be Leader of his People, 
and alſo by Him Honoured with the Name 
of King. And he was King in Jeſhurun, when 
the Heads of the People and the Tribes of If- 
rael were gathered together. Deut. xxxili. 5. 
No doubt he had a Kingly Power, and 
ſeeing the thing is undeniable, tis to no 
Purpoſe to conteſt the Word; Philo Fudam, 
calls Moſes a Great King, and a moſt Holy 
Prophet. When God Ordain'd a Form of 
Government for his People, and gave them 
his Laws by Moſes; among others he alſo 
gave the Law, and declared what the man- 
ner of the King ſhould be, that ſhould be 
ſet over Them. Now what imaginable 
Account can be given of this Mauner of 
their King, inſtituted by God, if he did not 
approve both of Kings and Kingdoms, as 
being of his own Appointment. And Moſes © 
before his Death, from his great Concern 
for God's People, 2 that God would 
be pleaſed to chuſe one Man over them, 
who might go out and come in before them, 
that is, Govern them, and by God's Deſig- - 
nation appointed Foſuab his Succeſſor. Numb. 
xXXVii. 17, 18. Why did he pray 10 earneſt- 
Iy to the Lord the God of the Spirit of all | 
Fleſh, to ſet one Man over the Congregation, | 
— if it was not that he preferr'd the G- 
vernment by one to all other Forms ot 
* | Government? 
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C7) 
Government? Or would God have granted 
his Petition, unleſs he had approved of the 
Government of One as the moſt Equitable 
and Profitable for Ruling o great a' Peo- 
ple? Neither ought we to think that Jo- 


ſhua would have agreed to it, had he not 


been fully ſatisfied, that it was according to 
the Will of God, and that God was the 
Author of that Kind of Government. It 
deſerves our Regard alſo, that among other 
great Bleſſings, which God promiſed His 
People, the chief is, That He would make 
them a Kingdom of Prieſts, or Royal Prieſt- 
hood, Exod. x. 6. i. e. a Pious and Righte- 
ous Kingdom, and Obedient to the Laws of 
God. After Joſhua, other Judges ruled over 
them with a Kingly Power, which cbiefly 
conſiſts in Judging them, that is, adminiſtring 
Juſtice impartially to them, and being their 
Commander in War, Leading them forth 
to Battle againſt their Enemies, for God 
was pleaſed to give the Power of Peace and 
War to One, ſo that there was no place for 
Ariſtocracy or Popular Elections. It was 
God alone that raiſed up thoſe Judges. Judg. 
ili. 9 and 15, Cc. and he raiſed them up a 
Saviour or Deliver, i. e. He ſtirred up the 
People to aſſemble together under one Com- 
mander, appointed by Himſelf to make Head 
againſt their Enemies; tho' in thoſe Days 
the Civil Government was not fully ſettled 
among them. But when the Time came in 
which God was to ſettle its Form in all 
the Dimenſions of it, He neither appointed 
Ariſtocracy nor Democracy. So far from it, 
that therg is no mention of one or *

of thaſe Governments in all the Sacred Scri- 
ptures. Whereas He appointed Kingly Go- 
vernment, firſt in the Perſon of Saul, and 
aſter ward in David and his Seed for ever. 
Aud they who would nat own Saul, but 
deſpiſed him and * bim no Preſents, are 


Branded as Sons of Belial. i Sam. X. 27. 
Monarchy alone was the Government re- 
ceived in that State, tho' there has not 
been an Age of greater Vertues, or ſo far 
from the horrid Crimes which at this Day 
eppreſs us. Again the Conſpiracy of Korab 
Dathan,. and Abiram, and other Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Princes in Iſrael, and their 
Puniſhment, witneſſes ſufficiently how great- 
ly Gad abhors and deteſts either Ariſtocracy 
or Democracy. For when theſe Rebels en- 
vied the Monarchy of Moſes, and could not 
bear his Sovereigaty, but aimed to fhare 
with him in the Government in an Ariſto- 
cratical Manner, and broke forth into ſuch 
Seditious Expreſſions as theſe. Te take tos much 
wpen you, ſeeing all the Congregation are Holy 
every ane of them, and the Lord is among them, 
wherefore then lift you up your __ hos the 
Congregation of the Lord. Numb. xvi. 3. By 
Which Words it is plain, they deſired to 
be joined with Adoſes and Aaron in a Part-

fays, Lib. 1. Polit. that the Heroes of that 
Golden Age, yea the very Gods (whoſe Lives, 
ſays he, were moſt | Happy) lived under Mo- 
narchy; and 1 have made it appear from 


the Sacred Hiſtory, from which only we 
have true Accounts of the Firſt Ages of 
the World, that Monarchy then obtained. 


Therefore my ſecond Particular is in the next 
place to be proved, which is, that Hereditary 
Succt ſſion to the Monarchy we are here treating 
of, was Ordained and Eft abliſped by God. That 
the Truth of this may more fully appear, 
I ſhall conſult the Lam ef God, the Lam of

In the peruſal of the Divine Law, we are o- 


bliged carefully to obſerve hat it commands 
us to do, or what is propoſed in it for. our 
Imitation; Neither are the Examples which 
we are to deduce from - thence, to have 
leſs Weight, than thoſe Things which are 
expreſly Commanded us, unleſs they be found 
to be Inconſiſtent with the General Rule 
and Analogy of Faith. The Writers of Re- 
publican Tenets urge in Oppoſition to us, 
that no plain and expreſs Place of Scripture 
can be brought to prove, that this Suc- 
ceſſion to Kingdoms, was Inſtituted by God: 
For there is no mention made, ſay they, 
that Melchiſadech's Children did Succeed 
him in the Kingdom. This I grant is true. 
But yet, it is Evident, that at that Time 
Kingdoms were - Hereditary. For beſides the 
Aſſyrian Monarchy which was of long Con- 
tinuance, full One Thouſand Three Hundred 
Years from Nimrod the Firſt King, and 
without interuption deſcended from Fa- 
ther to Son, Abimelech King of Gerar is an 
undeniable Inſtance. For when he made a 
Covenant with Abraham, which was ſolemn- 
ly Sworn to, Abraham was not only — 
to do no Harm to Abimelech himſelf, but 
it is alſo in plain Words exprefly provided, 
that no Injury ſhall: be done to his Son, or 
his Son's Son, by which may be underſtood 
his Lawful Heirs for ever, who ſhould Reign 
after Him; and that not as Private Men, 
but as Princes of the Country, and Suceeſ- 
ſors in the Kingdom, to whom *

As for the Prie- 
ſly Dignity he Inſtituted it fo at firſt, that 
the Son was always to ſucceed his Father i In 
the Prieſthood.

This Ordinance 
and Commandment of God in the Caſe of 
Succeſlion, is clearly propos'd to us, and is 
of the Nature of thoſe Precepts, which do 
continually bind and oblige us. This Law of 
Succeſſion commands, that when any Man dies, 
his Children ſhall ſucceed Him. And if his. 
Inheritance be not to be divided, then his 
Firſt born (whoſe Right God always favours) 
ſhall poſſeſs it. But if he have no Sons, then 
the Succeſſion devolves to his Daughters : 
And if he have neither Sons nor Daughters, 
then, his Inheritance is transfer'd to his Bro- 
thers; if he have no Brothers then his Fa- 
thers Brothers (in which Words his Annts or 
Fathers Siſters are comprehended) are to ſuc- 
ceed him in his Eſtate. But laſtly, theſe fai- 
ling too, he who is his Kinſman, and next in 
Blood to the Inheritance of the Deceas'd. 
The Reſolution ſhown of this Caſe is Eaſy, 
if we yield our Aſſent to God ſpeaking to us, 
who when he ſpegks Commands the Heavens 
to hear, and the Earth to give Ear and tremble.

The next Thing to be conſulted on this 
Head 1s the Law of Nature, which ſignifies 
that Law which is nither given by any Poſitive 
Law, nor receiv'd, but bred and born in our 
Nature, or ſo deeply grafted and planted there, 
that it cannot be pluck'd out or aboliſhed. Where- 
fore when we ſpeak of Hereditary Succeſ- 
ſion, that it ſprings from the Law of Na- 
ture,itis to be underſtood as a Law common to 
all Men: For the Care of Succeſſion ſeems 
only to belong to Men, who are united a- 
mong themſelves by ſome Tye of Birth or 
Kindred. Wherefore Horentinus was in the 
Right (Lib. 3 de Fuſtitia & Jure) when he 
ſaid, That Nature has made or ordained a kind 
of Blood Relation among us; for from Nature 
the Rights of Conſanguinity and Blood deſcend, ; 
which cannot be deſtroy d by any Civil Law; 
And that Reaſon which takes its Riſe from 
Nature, cannot be alter d, no, not by any Au- 
thority of Lawyers. And therefore ſeeing 
Maintenance is owing to Children by the 
Law of Nature, they cannot loſe their Right 
to it by any Compact. In like Manner, the 
Lawful Proviſions for Children, which ought ? 
to be made, by the ſame Law, cannot be 
taken away by any Pact or Statute, accord- 
ding to the Opinion of the ableſt Expobtocs th

Hence it is manifeſt, that it is both the 
ſame Voice of God and Nature, that he who 
is next in Blood to the Deceaſed, has Right 
to his Inheritance. Theſe Bonds of Nature 
are ſtronger than to be broken by Violence, 
or any Pretences or Colours of Law. For 
this is Natural Juſtice, or the Natural Law 
which gives to every one their due, and can 
never be ſo much as call'd in Queſtion, ſeing 
there is no Obſcurity, no doubtfullneſs in it, as 
in thoſe Things which take their Riſe, depend 
upon, and have their Progreſs from Errors, 
or the uncertain, and ever changeable Opi- 
nion of Men, but it is deriv'd from the Light 
and Splendor of the Eternal mind. But if 


there be any who doubts whether all Succeſſi- 
on be of, and from, the Law of Nature, or 
of Natural Right, I defire him to Examine

The Civil Law likewiſe is ſo poſitive, in 
Defence of Hereditary Right, as to ſay the 
Prince himſelf, much leſs the People who are 
under his SubjeQion, cannot take away the 
Succeſſion that belongs to his true and Lawful 
Heir. For which many Reaſons are brought. 
Among theſe the firſt Reaſon is, becauſe a 
a Prince cannot Legitimate his Baſtard Son, 
to the Prejudice of one Born in Wedlock and 
bred up in the hopes of Sovereignty, to the 
Prejudice I ſay of Him, or of the Succeſſion 
due to Him, tho' only in Hope. No, though 
be ſhould make uſe of the Plenitude or full 
W Extent of his Authority or Power.

Wherefore the Oath is not 
mutual, as is given out falſely by Men of 
Per nicious Principles, but the King ſwears to 
God, and the People ſwear by God to the 
King: Vet is the King not leſs liable to the 
Divine Vengeance, if he breaks bis Oath, than 
the People are to the Wrath.of Man. 
But the Prejudice remains ſtill, that if the 
Original of Political Government be thus 
immediately from Divine Inſtirution : And 
that every Ruler now (where there is no Com- 
petition by any other, who Claims a better 
Right than he in Poſſeſſion) does fucceedꝭ to 
the ſame Divine Right, which God gave to the 
WW firſt Rulers, whom he placed over every Peo- 
ple at the firſt Diviſion of Nations: Then it 
will follow, that no Ruler can be.
